An other copper looks like gold twice as thick as a big cent & about the size of one, - with 
wreathe & the word “Amdecine” — “Lan. 5” — on the other a head with D. by the farehead & S. at 
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the back of the neck, the other side where wreathe is printed over an other head cross ways date 
looks like 75 or 92 can’t make it out. 


One large Copper with the likeness of Frederic Rex — is all I can make out, the other side is a 
picture of three figures & a log with very small letters below at & something about protector — no 
date — size looks like brass coins one is hexgcan shape with nothing on it either side — next is size 
of silver 3 cent piece with crown & design on the other side is a mans head with Carol the 3rd 
D.C. Hrsp. — date 1788 


Next a horse on one side with “Witerohen With” — Peton or Petan — where date aught to be - 
other side head with Nicolaus K.V. Russland — no date.
